A Houii-officiiil announcement was 
made yesterday in the general offices 
of tho Northern Pacific railway in this 
city, that within a few days a da'ly 
lino of through stages, will he started 
between the east und west ends of tho 
Northern Pacific. Mr. McCoy, the 
superintendent of the new stage line, 
has completed all the necessary ar- 
rangements. Stage slat ions, horses 
and new coaches have been provided 
all along the line between the third 
crossing of Clack's fork and tho east 
urn end of the gup. Some delay has 
been occasioned in the opening of the 
line b\ the non-completion of the bridge 
over the third crossing of Clark's fork. 
This bridge is nearly, if not quite, com- 
pleted. It is expected that next week 
through passengers from Portland to the 
Eastern States will pass over the new 
line. The staging between the two ends 
of tho railroad will be about 'MO miles, 
the length of the gap between the two 
end.-, is not more than 270 miles, but 
passenger trains do not pass over some 
portion of the line now completed.

The louder of tli- nppoaitiou, for clap- 
trap, nused the ijuestioii of tho judges' 
residence in tho house yesterday. This 
iaavex't question, indocd. It has not 
yet bcoii decided ut Uttuwu whether the 
judgeH como undor provincial or Domin- 
ion control. We havo always been of 
opinion that boiny appointed and paid by 
the Dominion, they uro Dominion olHcera. 
Bo this as it muy, it is evident that in 
the matter of residence they cannot ho 
controlled so long as a ?uprome court 
judge holds court at the staled periods. 
Tho province cannot proscribe his place 
of residonco. Uo holds his commission 
as " a judge of British Columbia." Mr. 
Walk cm to this day defies the act he- in- 
troduced confining tho residence of the 
judges to certain districts. Tho judicial 
poverty of the mainland is lamentable. In 
these columns it was pointed out at tho 
opening of tho session that the truu rem- 
edy would bo found in a county court 
system. County court judges would U« 
districted, and would then bo within 
roach of residents of the remotest »ec- 
tinns. Tho existing state of things can- 
not be allowed to continue. 



REPORTING COMMITTER PRO- 
CEEDINGS. 



The right of reporters to take notas of 
committee proceedings, conceded by the 
last house in the matter of the dry dock 
Committee, has boon twice before the 
house this session without result. Tho 
matter stands just whore it stood when 
the session commenced. Everyone admits 
the groat service tho prons did tho coun- 
try in reporting the evidence taken before 
the drydock committee; and as that evi- 
dence was afterwards suppressed by the 
' government and does not appear in the 
sessional papers, the wisdom of opening 
the doors on that occasion is all tho more 
ovidont, That light should be shod on all 
proceedings connected with legislation is 
desirable. Such is tho view taken in the 
older provinces. The actionof the late gov- 
ernment in suppressing an official report 
is a Btrong argument in favor of the adop- 
tion of the system hore. 

TWO HUNDRED AND FIFTY PER 
CENT. 

The reply of tho chief Commissioner to 
Mr. Wilson's question respecting the cost 
of quarrying stone for tho drydock shows 
that the country is paying some 26(1 per 
cent, more to havo the stone taken out by 
tho day than it would cost to have it quar- 
ried by contract! " How long, how 
long ?" 

IMMIGRATION. 

Mr. Shakespeare has brought the ques- 
tion of immigration before the Dominion 
hotiflp. The matter created discussion in 
which several members joined - notably, 
Messrs. Baker and Homer; M. P.'s for 
British Columbia. Sir John's reply was 
rather indefinite and unsatisfactory, but 
tho discussion will dn good. 



Immigration. 

In the commons on the 23rd ult., Mr. 
Shakespeare complained that British Co- 
lumbia received uo share of tho appropria- 
tion for immigration. This ho luokod up- 
on as a hardship, as liritish Columbia 
possessed great resources, and was a good 
field for emigration. Ho was astonished 
at tho ignorance of the people with rogard 
to this province. No attempt was mado 
to let the world know what its capabilities 
are. Few emigrants wont to tho Pacific 
province, except those who were detri- 
mental to its best interests. 

Mr. liaker expressed a hope. that Brit- 
ish Columbia would participate in tho 
disbursements for immigration. 

Mr. Homor mado a fow buainoss-liko 
remarks to tho etfect that ho believed 
that an arrangement would bo made be- 
tween the Dominion and local govern- 
ments for the purpose of aiding laborers 
to emigrate to British Columbia. 

Mr. Cochrane thought aid should be 
extended to 11 proper class of men to emi- 
grate to the shores of tho Pacific. The 
industries of British Columbia could ab- 
sorb a considerable number of immigrants 
of the working class. One immigrant 
from thouastorn provinces was, in his es- 
timation, worth more to the province than 
a thousand Chinese. The government 
should make arrangements to sottlo the 
strip of territory twenty miles on each 
side of tho railway, which had been hith- 
erto locked up. The whole of thifl land 
was not fitted for agricultural purposes, 
but it moat probably contained great min- 
eral wealth. 

Sir John Macdonald regretted the ab- 
sence of tho Minister of Agriculture, but 
the whole question of emigration would 
be brought before tho house during tho 
session, and he would havo an opportunity 
of enunciating tho policy of tho govern - 
ment regarding it The immigration fund 
had hitherto been expended in aiding 
persons from the older countries to emi- 
grate to Canada. If any province wished 
to attract immigrants to it, it was the 
duty of its government to take measures 
to make its resources and advantages 
known. Ho was not awaro that the gov- 
ernment of liritish Columbia had done 
anything to promote immigration to their 
province. The Dominion government 
had granted '26,000,000 acres of land and 
S'-'o, 000, 000 to make British Columbia 
available as a field of immigration, and 
he did not think that much more could 
bo dono in that direction until tho Canada 
Pacific Railway was completed. 



Canada. 

Ottawa, March 0. — Professor Wiggins 
left tor Halifax to get a full benefit of the 
big blow he predicts for the 9th, 10th and 
11th inst. A .heavy snow storm is block- 
ing the roads. 

Montreal, March 6. —R. Heynetnarn 
cigar and tobacco importer, has made an 
assignment; liabilities, 850,000. 

Heavy snow storm all clay. 

Toronto, March 6. — The court of ap- 
peals has decidod to hold Chipps, the 
embezzler, for extradition. 

QUKBKC, March li.— Terribly cold 
I weather prevails. It is presumed Wig- 
gins' storm is sotting in. 

Ha li tax, N. S., March G. — Storm 
signals are hoisted all along tho Nova 
Scotia coast. A severo snow storm is in 
progress to-night. The wind is blowing 
a gale. Some fear tho verifications of 
Wiggins' predictions will prove true. Tho 
motenrlogical department of this city 
considers tho storm only an ordinary 
March blow. 

Montreal, March 7. — A vigilance 
committee has boon formed hero to pre- 
vent illegal elections, illegal public con- 
tracts, illegal taxation, and to select com- 
petent men for tho council. 

Central and South Amorioa. 

Panama, Fob. 24.— The $50,000 rob- 
bery is still unexplained. Tho seven 
Americans are yot incarcerated with ap- 
parently no evidence against thorn. 

Guayquil continues in the hands of 
Vionlema, who, as his fortunes bocomo 
more desperate, becomes more tyranni- 
cal, and adopts measures which are fright- 
I ening those who yet abhor his Colors. Oil 
tho 11th his little armed cruiser Huacho 
seized the English ship Meatemoua Star, 
lying outside tho bar at San Lorenzo, and 
it is thought it will lead to serious trou- 
ble. 



Vioo-Hcrjal Prorotjativea. 

To the Editor: In your report of the 
Methodist Church concert you say: 

" A serious omission was made in not 
Hinging a ver?e of ' Cod Save the Queen,' 
ut the close of tho concert, and this was 
all the more noticeable and reprehensible 
from tho fact that the representative of 
royalty In this province and all his family 
•were in attendance. " 

Tho statement that the lieutenant gov ■ 
ernor of a province is the representative 
of royalty is incorrect, and this fiction is 
only maintained in British Columbia, no 
doubt from an amiable desire to say and 
act what would bo agreeable to the occu- 
pant of government house. [n the other 
provinces of the Dominion no such mis- 
take is made. It is even questioned 
whether local legislatures havo a right to 
pasB bills in her majesty's name. 

If tho lieutenant-governor of a province 
was tho representative of her majesty 
could such a thing happen as in tho caso 
of lieutenant-governor Lotellior, of Que- 
bec, in which case the Dominion govern- 
ment dismissed him and appointed Mr. 
Robitaillo, tho present lieutenant-govern- 
or in his placo I And arc not all liout- 
enant-governorH appointees of the Domin- 
ion government; whereas all her majes- 
ty's representatives are appointed by 
hersolf. 

There is a vast difference between tho 
governor general who is appointed by 
hor majesty, whom no Canadian govern- 
ment can dismiss, anil a lieutenant gov- 
ernor appointed by the Dominion gov- 
ernment, and liable to be dismissed by 
that government. 

Would it not be well, at any rate in tho 
press (of which your journal is the lead- 
ing member) to inculcate correct ideas in 
respect to tho system of government un- 
der which we now live I The very title 
— "his honor" — given tho lieutenant-gov- 
ernor, marks the distinctiou between him 
and lna "excellency." His excellency 
represents her Majesty; his honor is a 
Dominion :>tficor. Scrutator.

To THE EDITOR: Please oblige a largo 
number of your readers by stating tho 
benefits that will accrue to British Colum- 
bia by granting John C. A ins worth it Co. 
a charter to run ste.unboats, etc., on and 
about Columbia river.

from Columbia river to tho upper Kuoto- 
nay. This largo piece of country lies in 
tho big bond of Columbia river, and is the 
riahest in minerals on tho Pacific coast.

Sorao have been tested, assaying 
from 81200 to £3000 to the ton. This 
rich country, which i-; only waiting for 
tho completion of the overland railway to 
be workod and fully developed, would 
give from 200 to 000 per coi.t. to 
capital Invested. The bill would go to 
enrich au American company, and 11 few 
men in Kootenay. 

As regards unlocking land, you would, 
by granting this charter, lock it up for 
four -years. To what benefit, Mr. Editor) 
Please toll us. The railway up the Co- 
lumbia river is a sham, and a bait fur the 
local house to nibble at7 I can assure 
you no company would dream of such 
folly. 

If it were necessary, Mr. Editor, I could 
fill volumes In stating why this act should 
not bo passed. But tho bill will kill it- 
self, for it. is the most cheeky, one-sided 
wanting all, and giving. nothing- bill that 
has ever been brought before the house.

The chiof mourners were tho husband of 
the deceased lady and her father, the 
lord Bishop, Mr. Andrew Robertson, 
Messrs. Frank Bond, E. L. Bond, broth- 
ers of tho docoased, John Baptist, Wm. 
and Lome B ind, nephews of the deceas- 
ed, Messrs. N. Mudge, U. Mudge, Ed. 
Mudge, Win. Turpin, J. Robertson, Win. 
Robertson and several other relatives. 
Tho procession included a very large re- 
presentation of leading citizens. Long 
before the time appointed for tho funeral 
service the cathedral began to fill, the 
greatest portion being ladies. Thu read- 
ing desk, pulpit, lectern and altar were 
heavily draped, as also were the gas stand- 
ards, etc. The service, at the request of 
the bishop was plain, only two hymns 
being sung, " Jesus lives, no longer 
now," and " Asleep in Jesus, blessed 
sleep." The coffin was placed in the 
chancel and covered entirely with magni- 
ficent floral tributes.
